network is suppc rted by the provisional application and, therefore, complies with the 
requirements of jhe first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112*

jr, such a teaching is inherent in the very nature of the invention. This is 
intelligence needed to determine if a client needs authentication resides within 
device.
